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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
8, 2005 has been entered. Pursuant to Applicant's August 8, 2005 Amendment and 
REMARKS, the previous Final Rejection is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-8 and 39-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fraser, US 5,664,1 1 5. 

Fraser discloses a computer-implemented method for transacting business over 
a network, e.g. 6, Internet, a plurality of deals having price and non-price buying criteria, 
e.g. the listed properties, the deals are outputted in real-time from amongst the plurality 
of deals, and notifying the seller, e.g. 38, of the particular deal when the plurality of 
buying criteria does not match the seller criteria. Fraser does not specifically use the 
term distribution criterion. Official Notice is taken that distribution criterion has been 
common knowledge in the product and service art, e.g. real estate art, as has been 
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seller reputation, reliability, timeliness, delivery options, financing options and 
warranties, along with the other dependent claim language. To have provided such for 
Fraser would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The motivation for 
having done such would have been to provide the common knowledge distribution 
mechanisms associated with buying/selling criteria associated with real estate 
purchases or other product and/or services. 

3. Claims 1-8 and 39-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Official Notice. 

Applicant's claim language reads upon the common knowledge bartering that 
goes on between a car dealer and a car buyer negotiating the type of automobile, 
associated gadgets associated therewith and color thereof. The communication may 
have transpired over the telephone (a computer), or over a computer network, e.g. the 
Internet. The distribution of a car to a specific destination with all the attendant 
financing fully encompasses Applicant's claim language. To have provided the car 
dealership to have had executed a plurality of deals between a buyer and seller would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The motivation for having done 
such would have been to be more efficient by bundling a plurality of deals as this 
concept is extremely well known in the bartering art.
